The present request is being filed along with a petition to revive an abandoned 
application. Upon revival of this application, reconsideration of the petition under 37 
CFR L47(a) is respectfully requested. 

The previous petition was denied because it was surmised by the Petitions 
Attorney that the non-signing inventor had not been provided with a copy of the 
application papers (specification, claims and drawings). This would appear to be based 
on the statement in the petition that "the Declaration and Assignment were sent to the 
inventor Winterfeldt on three different occasions". While it is true that this sentence in 
the petition did not include the words "application papers", the fact that full application 
papers were provided is abundantly clear by simple examination of the copy of the cover 
letter dated July 31, 2003 sent to inventor Winterfeldt.
